Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6, 12-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 -6, 1 2-1 5 is the inclusion of the 
limitations of a piezoelectric ink jet printer head that includes a channel plate below the 
spacer, wherein a first portion of the channel plate forms a sidewall of the ink passage 
under the second portion of the spacer and a second portion of the channel plate forms 
a sidewall of the chamber; a nozzle plate below the channel plate, wherein a first portion 
of the nozzle plate forms a bottom surface of the chamber and a second portion of the 
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nozzle plate forms a bottom surface of the ink passage. It is these limitations found in 
claim 1, as it is claimed in the combination of, that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior 
art.
